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DELAYED DISPATCHES, 

EUROPE. 

Loudon, April 2.— A public meeting, 
convened by the Treiheit defense com- 
mittee, was held at the socialist club 
last nFght to protest again.st tlie seizure 
of plant of the Freiheit and against 
the arrest of Herr Most. An English- 
nmn presided and an English edition of 
the Freiheit was distributed in the room 
containing an appeal to the socialists of 
all nationalities, A resolution was 
pa«Hed declaring the arrest of Most and 
(he seizure of the plant of the Freilioit 
urliitrary and unjust and an act worthy 
of Russian and German despotism. 
The Freiheit will bo published as usual 
iluring Most's imprisonment. 

The Ddil^'Teie^aph a^testh&i on tlie 
liberal .^ide of 'the' bommonB' strong feel- 
ing is apparentagainst the mode in which 
prosecution of the Freiheit is being car- 
ried on, and this feeling will probably 
soon tind o.xpression. 

Bradlaugli's appeal to the house of" 
lords is intended to raise the question 
as to whether plaintiff is competent to 
recover the penalties imposed and 
whether Bradlaugh is really liable. If 
the lords decide against Bradlaugh it is 
understood that the Government will 
introduce a bill remitting the penalties 
imposed. 

. Tho , parliamentary section of the 
home, rulers have decided that tho 
Irish vote in Northampton shall be 
thrown against Bradlaugh. A. iM. 
Sullivan, M. P., has been asked to iIb- 
fend tho editor of the Frcilunt. 

Rev. Henry Varley will contest 
Northampton against Bradlaugh. He 
says in an address to electors: "Tho 
man who denies the existence of the 
divine lawgiver is unfit to be a legis- 
lator." Conservatives will also put up 
a candidate. Consequently tho re- 
election of Bradlaugh is uncertain. 

London, April 3. — The Bail;/ N'ewa 
intimates that England has declined to 
attend tho monetary conference bncauso 
the conference is practically pledged to 
bi-metalism. 

Twelve baronies in County Cork 
are proclaimed in a state of distur- 
bance. 

iMumSf April 2.— In the house of 
commons llaxwell moved that steps bo 
taken to compel that all harmless com- 
pounds rcsemblinij butter from the 
United States be sold under distinct 
names, and that importation of those 
hurtful and dangerous to health be pro- 
hibited. The president of the board of 
trade said that the result of the motion 
would be absolute prohibition. There 
■was no need for alarm on tho part of 
farmers, for there was not the sliglit- 
est proof that the introduction of .sub- 
stitutes for butter had reduced the price 
of good butter. Eyidenee before thera 
showed ehafc some of these compounds 
were as wholesome as butter, and there 
was no proof that they were injurious. 
The motion was rejected — 75 to 50. 

London, April 2.— A memorial to 
Lord Hartington, signed by 1700 resi- 
denta of Manchester, declares that if 
England does not send a rfipresentative 
to the monetary conference it should at 
least send ono'on'-behaif of India. The 
chambers of commerce at Birmingham 
and Liverpool demand that delegates 
be sent unpledged. 

London, April 1.— In tho commons 
to-day Gladstone said : "I cannot give 
positive information as to whether 
England will be represented at the con- 
ference or not." 

Berlin, April 2.— In the reichstag 
to-day, during the discussion of Bis- 
marck's scheme for compulsory insur- 
ance of workmen against accident, Herr 
Reichter vehemently attacked the bill, 
which he said was merely a set oft 
against the anti-socialist law. Ho warn- 
ed the reichstag against the dictatorial 
proceedings of Bismarck, whose pro.s- 
tige, he declared, was fortunately on 
the wane. Bismarck replied that the bill 
wasnot a socialist measure^but one further 



shilling ami a penny to si."c shillings 
and sixpence, and also to augment tha 
duty on imported spruce beer. , ..^ 

' Harcourt said that'' the ' prosecution 
of Herr Most, editor of the Freiheit, is 
not a state but a police prosecution." 
Incitement to murder, ho said, is a ser- 
ious crime, whoinsoever it is committed 
by or against, ' 

The application to a4mit tho editor 
of the Freiheit to bail is strongly op- 
posed. Tho magistrate decided that tho 
case was too serious for bail. 

London, April 4. — Dr. Bruce visited 
Lord Beaconstield this morning as well 
as Drs, Kidd and Quain. Subsequent, 
ly three . physicians held consultation 
and issued the following bulletin ! 
"Lord Beaconsfield was rather restless 
until 3 o'clock this morning. Since that 
hour he lia.s had somo quiet sloop. His 
coughing and expectoration is leas 
troublesome and his strengtii maintain- 
ed. This ia thought to indicate a re- 
la[)so in the condition of the patient." 
The doctors, upon being interviewed, 
states that tho patient's condition is as 
favorably as they could oxpoct, but 
cold wind seriously interferes with his 
progress. Dr. Kidd will visit tho pa- 
tient at intervals during the day. There 
will be a furtKfer consultation to-night. 
Dr. Kidd will sleep at Lord Beacons- 
tield's residence to be ready in case of 
emergency. 

London, April 3. — The land league 
have removed books and papers from 
their offices in anticipation of a descent 
by the authorities. 

Dublin, April 4. — The details of 
the riot at Ballyghadeyii Saturday are 
nR follows: Tlip peniilo attacked the po- 
lice, who were obliged to firo in self- 
defense. Two rioters were killed and 
thirty-two wounded, four of whom are 
not expected to live. One policeman 
was killsd and several severely injured 
by stones. ' • 

Berlin, April 4. — Tho reichstag to- 
day, with only three dissenting voices, 
adopted Windthorst's motion request- 
ing Bismarck to bring about an agree- 
ment among the powers according to 
which they will undertake to impose 
penalties upon their own subjects and 
foreign residents for assassination or 
attempting to assassinate the heads of 
states, or encouraging to such assassina- 
tion, and deliver upon demand of tho 
government of his native country any 
foreigner guilty of assassination or at- 
tempt to a.ssassinate, 

Berlin, April 4. — Princo Carolath 
has obtained a decree of divorce against 
his wife the Countess Hertzfeld. It is 
said that Count Herbert Bismarck's 
marriagt! with the divorced lady will 
soon take place. The count appears to 
bo reconciled with his father. 

Constantinople, April 4.— -'A strong 
shock of pnrthquakn at Chio in the 
island of that name yesterday destroy- 
ed nmny houses and seriously injured 
nearly all left standing. Many inhabi- 
tants were killed and the remainder 
camped in Gelds. Many neighboring 
villages were destroyed. During the 
panic which ensued the Eastern Tele- 
graph Co.'s office was pillaged. 

Four fresh shocks of earthquake have 
been felt at Chio. The inhabitants are 
taking refuge on board steamers in the 
harbor. The governor and somo other 
officials have quitted the town. 

A government dispatch has been re- 
ceived concerning the earthquake at 
Chio, which states that the effects were 
also felt at Iseeme, anrl that the num- 
ber of persons killed and injured is 
estimated at 3000. The shock was 
also felt at Caro.'^lan, Eubola and Tinos. 

London, April 4. — The Standard 
says: It is understood that the cabi- 
net council On Saturday discussed the 
precise language in which its accept- 
ance of the Turkish ])ropo3al to Greece 
is to bo conveyed, i'he decision taken 
by Gladstone and his colleagues has 
been arrived at by the powers, and we 
anticipate, in the course of the present 
week, an international document which 
will have ihe force of the identical 
note, will be presented to Greece.

Mntters at Waahinstou nro a.ssiutniug 
a very grave aspect. Legislation is 
blocked by the inaction of the Senate, 
which is so evenly balanced that neither 
part7 has a majority and aa neither 
will yield an inch a deadlock is tlio 

"consequence.' The defection of Vice 
President Artuur and Senator CoxK- 
ilNQ of New York increases the anxie 
ty of the President and. his cabinet, who 
are much annoyed by th'e continuance 
of lhe..i deadlock. They tkink noniina- 
tioiis should be contirmed without 
delay, and were disappointtd at iho ro- 
Bult'of the last republican cnucua. It 
is stated in a dispatch receiviid yester- 
day that the president threati-ns to use 
his power to break the political block- 

' aUe if it lasts much longer. ]>ut the 
president has no power to do anything 
of the kind. The constitution <■ nifera 
no authority upon the president to iii- 

" terfere with tho Senate. The subject 
is one for that body itself, and itself 
alone, to dispose oF. The president 

i'cannot interfere constitutionally with 
either branch of tho national legisla- 
ture. Were ho to attomjjt to interfere 
the act would bo revoluiionar}'. He can 
only throw upon the Senate tho respon- 
sibility of tb© failttre to transact the 
'busihess 'wBich he' lays before 'them. 

'-Meanwhile the senators are passing the 
time'in acrimonious debate. Here is a 
specimen. Maiioni:, a Virginia demo 
crat, lately '-'ratted " to tho republicans, 
and VoRiiEES, democrat, of Indiana, 

' produced a newspaper article which re- 
ferred to Mahose's recreancy in scath- 
ing tones. Maiione said : — 

"I say tho iuforencos which you make 

-•to meare such that no honorable or bravo 
man would make, and I denounce . you as 
auch here. 

■ Voorhees — That ia a bare question of 
here and hereafter. 

Mahono — The horoaftor will come as 
soon as you want it to. 

Voorhoes — T will know oxactly how to 
meet it. I endorse every wurd in that ar- 
ticle. I endorse thetorni "ronogado demo- 
crat." I endorse overythini,' elao in it 
that may bo construed to reflect on tlio 
coLirso of tho senator from Virginia, and 
without liis taking timo to put words up- 
on mo he can seek his redress. Thoro U 
no uiic in making any mistake about this 
mutter at all. I heard tho .senator from 
Virginia &tand and shout out that thing 
had to stop. -Suppose it don't? I know 
it won't with mo by your dictation. 

Mahono — It is very cheap, ilr. Presi- 
dent, to deal in such bravado as the gen- 
tlemen from Illinois does. But when 
that gentleman endorses tho son- 
timont of that nowapapor arti- 
cle I undertake to charactorizo that 
charge here as auch that no brave or hon- 
orable man would make in this chamber. 
Now let him take that with him and wear 
it. ' 

EDrSON'S ELECTRIC LIOIIV. 

Since it has been proved by actual 
experiment on . a niilo of Broadway, 
New York, with twenty-three burners, 
that Edison has accomplished his ob- 
ject in utilizing tho discovery made by 
Farkadav in 1S32, and as tho light re- 
ceive.^ tho indor.sement of the Kew 
York Herald — which journal says it 
illuminates the streets with a powor 
' equal to that of the full moon— it may 
be interesting to thS reader to know 
what Mr. Edison's views are on the 
subject, as obtained by a reporter of the 
Herald in a late interview. He ia said 
to have discoursed as represented be- 
low by his journalistic interlocutor : 

The' wizard said, strange as it may seoni, 
that hie will not underbid the gas com- 
panies. If competition necessitates a 
reduction of his prices, however, ho will 
ho abld to reduce. Ho does not expect 
electricity to supersede gas and oil, sinco 
those illuminators must noccsaanly hold 
their own in tho household, especially in 
small towns. Indeed, he desires that in 
the first places ho will light in this city 
the consumers shall retain their gas fix- 
tures, and uso some gas to make, the dif- 
ference between gaslight and tho electric 
light conspicuous. Tho lamp of the 
Edison incandescent .lysteni gives a warm 
and mellow ray, with somewhat loss of 
the orange than is found in the common 
gas light. "It has been my effort to pro- 
duce light adapted to tho human eyothat 
has been liabituatcd to gaslight. My 
method of supplying light is analogous to 
tho method of supplying gas. A blation 
for concrating electricity is centrally 
situated, and for a square milo around 
.this station electricity is distributed there- 
from upon coiiducling wires laid in tho 
streets, and delivered into houses by 
branch wiro.^ running from, the main 
■wires under the pavement to tho house- 
wall. These wires are thoro passed 
through a motor, and may bo distribuiod 
to all pointsin the houao at which gas-jots 
or other lights can he used. No machin- 
ery whatever is put into tho house. The 
lamps or bunrcra are ao simple as to re- 
quiro no more intelligence to manage 
them than does tho ordinary gas burner. ' 



Scio or Ohio is an island belonging 
to Turkey off tho west coast of Asia 
Minor. Its area is 508 square niilea. 
It produces wine, wool, silk, 6g8, lem-

Oiio— an Enjjli.shnian 
named WillianiHon, of good family — camo 
10 tlio State a year ago for ilie bonetit of 
his health, foil into evil couivscs and 
wound up hi.s careor witii an overdoso of 
luorphino. Tho other suicide was named 
Alfred Sylvester. He took strychnine on 
tho public street, throw up his arms when 
the first paroxysm seized him and called 
for help; told those vrlio ran up that he 
liad taken a " big dose," wa.s put in a 
wagon, taken to tho house of his sister 
und died within a few miiuitoa, after hav- 
ing Bullered dreadful agony. Liko Wil- 
liamson, this man was addicted to drink 
and had made two previous attempt:) on 
his' life. This letter was found in liis 
pockets : 

East Portland, April 15, 1881. 
My dear wife and sweet children, mo- 
ther and sister, my father, I have none, 
for the reason Uiat ho struck mo last 
night. I take this pen in my trembling 
hand to let everybody know that I am 
tired of living. I have bcooino di.slioart- 
cned and I want to die. I want Capt. 
Oook tobury mo. May God watch over 
my wife and children forever. Gentle- 
man of the jury, I camo to iny death to- 
day by taking poison out of my own 
hands. I will bid you all good-bye for 
ever. Yours truly, A. Sylvester.

Pollard foi the 
defence — The .•iiiiount of oU tons wasSjot 
mentioned at all, did not say ho woiJd 
take 10 tons more; had no written agrees 
ment witli defendant, onlj' a ponoil mem- 
orandum; no time npecilied for tho do- 
livery of tho 40 tons; tho hay was to bo 
sent as ordered, but never refused taking 
it when sent. 

Mr, Pollard stated that the defense wa.s 
that only 150 tons had been promised. Tho 
whole matter w.as a diU'erenco in the evi- 
donco of the parties. 

John Kirkland swci n- Depo.sed that 
the piainiitL'said he \^ul^id luku 30 tons of 
hay and handed overSS in payment for it; 
afterwards plaintiff stated that lie did not 
know but that ho would take 10 tons more ; 
four tons on the wharf were to be taken 
away immediately and the balance was to 
be sent down as plaintiff could make room 
for it; was prepared to send down tho 30 
tons within a week had it boon wanted ; 
the ^veight ovei' 30 tons was a more acci- 
dent it Was not on account of tho other 10 
tons; did not receive a line from tho 
plaintiff for about two months: early in 
December he got an order for more hay 
and the balance of tho 30 tons was then 
shipped. Letters and postal cards were 
read whicli proved that 10 tons more were 
wanted^ but nothing to show whether it 
wore 10 more than 30 or 40 tons. Ths 
.sacks were a deplorable lot, some of them 
would scarcely hold potatoes; .had no 
particular reason for not writing about 
the sacks before; considered eight cents a 
good price for thom. 

Gross examined by Mr. Davio — More 
than 30 of tho sacks were useless, others 
had to bo mended before thoy would hold 
oats; would have sent them back only that 
plaintiff said ho would niako a proi)er re- 
duction; when plaintiff said that he would 
take 10 tons more ho (witness) might have 
said "very wiill;" it was an open ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Pollard alluded to tho absence of 
any agreement as to tho purchase of 40 
tons. Tho ten tons was certainly an open 
question. Ho submitted that it was a 
question as to which version wa.i to bo 
credited. Ho left the matter in the hands 
of tho Court. 

Mr. Davie contended at some length 
tliat 40 tons of hay were bargained for and 
purchased and only 30 delivered. Ho 
laidsomestress on the factof 3001bs. more 
being sent down ; it was proof that more 
than .'iO tons was understood to have been 
p\ircha3ed. On tho dispute about tho 
bags the learned counsel submitted that 
they should have been sent back and 
that tho defendant should not have put 
his own value on them. 

His Lordship regretted again that busi- 
ness was done in such a careless manner. 
He thought that both witnesses believed 
all they had stated. The evidence was 
given in a most tom|ierato and straight- 
forward manner. With reference to tho 
difference on the bags ho thought tho 
valuation put on them was a fair one. 
Ho had thought a good deal on tho mat- 
ter of the hay and had some difiiculty in 
coming to a conclusion on the point. On 
tlio whole ho thought Mr. Baker had a' 
right to the difference between tho price 
of hay on 9 tons when he bought and tho 
prico when the last was dolivored, which 
appeared to have been 83 per ton, and 
would therefore give judgment for plain- 
tiff for 827.

New Youk, April 4. — Tho Star un J 
Herald of Panama says that a war of 
races 1ms broken out in tho valley of 
Confete, where more than 2000 China- 
men liftve been barbarou.sly murdered 
by neproe.'i and Olioloa On one jjlan- 
tation COO inoflensivo men were mur- 
dered in cold blood. All cane delds, 
sugar houses, machinery, ikc, have 
been burned and property to the value 
of millions has hoftu destroyed. All 
foreigners havo tied.
